'I'liu Jp.suits are re[)orted to bo nego- 
tiating for tlio Iiiijierial Hotel at Dover 
which i.s to be ocoujiied by a number of 
nil' bn.'tlircn o.xpelled from France, 
i'liiy have leased Peak House, near 
.S:i!iii(juth, a large, fine place, with ex- 
tc!i>.iM! groumls and commanding 
i-haniiiug views of the sea. 

Lord Kosebory intends to build one 
uf I ho most mngnificent houses in Lon- 
don on the site which ho has purchas- 
ed near Albert Gate. The mansion 
u i!i front tho Park, and comninnd a 
iidid view of IvoKen Row and the 
l.iiilics' ililo. There are to be tive 
siuites of reception rooms, and it proba- 
bly will be one of the most princely 
iiouscs in the metropolis. 

The Chancery Paymaster holds at 
this niomont tho enormous sum of sev- 
enty-seven millions sterling for chan- 
ci-rv suitors, but is likely very shortly, 
by virtue of a new Act, to receive tho 
whole of tba money paid into court ~in 
the Common Law Division. What 
sum in hard case this gentleman will 
i.-veiitually represent it consequently 
liofiimes difficult to conceive, imagina- 
tion equally failing to reckon tho 
amount of misery niid happiness bound 
up in tiio huge money bags of which ho 
holds the strings. 

Twenty years ago the Cunarder Per- 
sia, then the finest vessel afloat, used to 
consume G 7-10 pounds of coal per hour 
jior horse-power. So great was the 
s|)iice rccpiircd for the coal that though 
til!' vessel was of L',000 tons burden, she 
could only find room for 250 tons of 
pitying cargo. Contrast this with the 
jjorformanccs of a now steamer of the 
Jircsent day. The Arizona is about 
(Iduble the size of tho Persia, but she 
consumes only one I ] poniid.s of coal 
per hour jier horse power. The conse- 
quence is that she can carry 3,400 tons 
of (laying freigiit and can steam IGi 
knots against the Persia's 13, thus 
burning but one fifth of a ton of coal 
for each ton of goods carried across the 
Atlantic, instead of the G|\- tons burned 
liv tho Persia. Tho jjrcsent cxpendi 
ture of coal in carrying a ton of goods 
across is therefore less than one thir- 
tietli of wiiat it was twenty years ago, 
and improvement is still going on. It 
IS no wonder that sailing vessels find 
it harder and harder to make a decent 
living. 

Tho Election C'omniissionera liavo 
reported that corrupt practices prevail- 
ed at the lato elections in Sandwich, 
Kngland, where Chas. H. C. Roberts 
(Consi.'rvativc) was elected to fill the 
vacancy caused by Knatchbull Huges- 
scii being elevated to the peerage. 

It is said of Mr. F. C. "Burnard, edi- 
tor of ranch, that he is a perfect fami- 
ly man, and never appears more inter- 
esting than on Sunday, when be stays 
at home with bis bevy of pretty daugh 
tens. He is an indefatigable worker — 
busy from morning to night. Mr. 
lUirnard began life \vith tho hope of a 
clerical career, and still on quiet Sun- 
day afternoons occu])ies himself with 
the tiicological books collected while ho 
was studying for the Church. 

Mr. Michael Davitt is a Roman 
Catholic, and the son of a tenant far- 
mer, and was born at Straid, near Cas 
ilebar, in the County Mayo, in the 
year 18-lG. His fatlier was evicled in 
ISnl, and the family went to reside in 
]<!ngland. They settled in Lancashire, 
where they remained for twenty-five 
yx-ars. Michael Davitt went to work in 
a cotton mill at Ilaslingden, near Mnn- 
i'hester, at the age of nine, and he was 
u year at that labour when his right 
arm got crushed by tho mill machinery, 
necessitating its amputation at the 
Bhov.!d»r, For five years after he 
attended the Wesleyan School in Ha.s- 
lingden, and at fifteen got employment 
as assistant IcLtercarricr autl book- 
ke(^[ier. 

Successful experiments were con- 
ducted, yesterday at Palais Bour- 



bon, Paris, with tho electric reportin"' 
machine which it is proposed to intro- 
duce into the Chambers. Thi> macliine 
has the appearance of a small piano, 
and is played by the operator on a key- 
board of ton notes. As the orator 
speaks tho operator touches the key- 
board and tho machino represents tho 
sounds by signs on a strip of paper. 
Two years are required to learn tho 
use of tho instrument, which is the in- 
vention of an Italian. 

Tho Alliance iVcKiu states that there 
are among the mayors of England and 
Wales twenty-seven abstainers from 
the uso of intoxicating liquor.sas a bev- 
erage, namely, the Jloyors of Aberavon, 
Barnstaple, Bidford, Bodmin, Bootle, 
Brecon, Carnarvon, Clitheroe, Denbigh, 
Falmouth, Flint, Gate.shead, Grantham, 
Hudder.sfield, Huntingdon, Leeds, New- 
port (Mon. ), Oswestry. Poaterfract, 
Poole, Reading, Scarborough, Stockton- 
on-Tees, Wakefield, Winchester, Wor- 
cester, and York. "In addition to this 
list, there are a number of other May- 
ors who are warm friends and support- 
ers of the toniperanco cause, who, 
though practical, aro not declared alf 
stainers, and others who are earnest 
supporters of the legislativo remedial 
measures, as Sunday closing and -local 
option." 

In ono respect, writes a London jour 
nalist, our fathers seem to havo been 
more in earnest than ourselves on tho 
subject of bribery. They soinotimes 
punished pretty severely, 'i'lius in 1819, 
Sir Manaaseli Lopes was sentenced to 
two years' impriaonment and to pav a 
fine of .£10,000 for bribery at "the 
Gruiiipouhil election. About 'ho Eanio 
time Mr. Swan, e.^-M.P., was also fined 
and imprisoned for bribery at Penryn. 
In 1803 an elector of Durham was con- 
victed in a penalty of £500 for receiv- 
ing a bribe for his vote. In 1802, one 
Llamlyn, a poor tinman, was fined £100 
and sent to prison for three months be- 
cause ho had been innocent enough to 
oSer a bribe for a place to Lord Sid- 
mouth — tho virtuous Addington. Lord 
Strangford was suspended from voting 
in the Irish House of Lords, in 1781, 
for soliciting a bribe. But this is no- 
thing to tho awful f&to which befel 
Williaiude Thorpe, one of Edward Ill's 
judges, who was hanged for bribery in 
1351. 

During tho trial in London of a 
man charged with fradulontly obtain- 
ing goods, a detective informed tl-.o 
court that on tho previous evening ho 
had seen one of the witnesses who had 
been examined for tho prosecution in 
conversation with ono of thcjurytnen, 
and that tho two had come to the court 
that morning together. The judge 
said that it appeared to him that it 
would bo unsatisfactory to proceed 
further with the case with thii present 
jury, and they were discharged. The 
trial was adjourned to the next ses 
sion. 

Glasgow bus just been compelled to 
illustrate the proverb that "tlicre's 
many a slip 'twixt the cup and the lip." 
It was well known that Mr. John Bell 
of Norlhpark, intended to leave bis 
valuable collection of jiaintingH and 
the building in which they were de- 
positeil lo tho corporation in'trust for 
the citizens. Among the works he 
possessed were examples by Titian, 
Guido, Claude, Poussiu, IVFnrillo, Ger- 
ard Douw, Rombrandt, and Rubens, 
besides later masters. For 'Fitiaii's 
"Arfadne" Mr. Bell gave £3,700, and 
the collection is supposed to have cost 
£200,000. But, unfortunately, Mr. 
Bell's will was written in pencil, and 
was without a signature. The ambi- 
tion of his life has consequently been 
frustrated, for the town clerk has ad- 
vised the corporation that they possess 
no claim to the properly.

Leaf. — A neighbor with a cofVee potin 
her hand, called in on Uncle Mose yes- 
terday, remarking : "Uncle Mose, I 
wants to borry a cup ob parched cofl'eo 
from you for breakfas' till to-morrow."

Tho great snowstorm continues at 
intervals, and tho Wesc end is patroll- 
ed by gangs of stalwart men, who stand 
in front of the hue old mansions and 
sing, very much out of key, and with 
most dolorous accents : "We've got no 
work to ilo-o-(i ; we've got !io work to 
do!" This is, of cjurse, a delicate inti- 
mation to tlio iiKister of the house to send 
them meat and drink, or better still, 
the money to, buy drijik.^. ^Tho moment 
there is trouble^ 'among (ho thousands 
who live by odd jobs along the river, 
the public-houses are full. 'J'lio aliject 
appearance of these unattractive drink- 
ing dens, filled wi[h men, women, and 
children, cowering on tho comfortless 
benches^ with pots of beer or- glasses of 
spirits in iheir hands, is indescribable. 
No city in America aflbrds tho spectacle 
of such hopeless and seemingly useless 
degradation as may bo observcil now 
any day, even at certain hours on Sun- 
day, arid all Sunday evening, in this 
the largest city in the world Ohl men 
begging and cursing those who give 
nothing, and spending what alms they 
receive in getting drunk ; young girls 
overcome with liquor and tumbling 
against the siiles of the houses, iiausoat- 
ingly overcomo witli drink ; men sing- 
ing and swearing at one moment, and 
perha|)s, fighting the next — all llii.s 
may be seen on public and ivspeccalilH 
thoroughfares in London any i>yeiiing. 
My "shoot-cni down ' friend came in the 
other evening, .after walking down from 
the Princess's theatre, and declared 
that he had never before seen so much 
rioting and drunkenness, and, at the 
same time, so much misery, in a single 
walk in London, in all his life. Hun- 
dreds of women and children 
who were driven out of their 
dwellings on tho banks of tho 
Thames by tho recent phenomenal rise 
in tho waters of the historic river havo 
como up to the Strand, Charing Cross, 
Regent street, and tho various avenues 
near by these princi]ial [daces, and 
ofti;n at ten o'clock atnight the stejis of 
every third or fourth house are encura 
bored by a pale, silent group of women 
with babies asleep on their laps. Some- 
times the spectacle of all this misery, 
and more especially on these cruelly 
stormy days, seems almost intolerable. 
But the bustle of the metropolis,' tho 
necessity of moving on unless one wish- 
es to bo run over, and the hundred en- 
grossing cares of daily lifu sweej) these 
people out of one's mind. An Ameri- 
can cannot live in tho United Kingdom 
long, however, without being profound- 
ly im[)resseil with the fact that it is a 
country where vast numbers of ]jeo[do 
are daily without eiiotigli to eat, and 
not from any fault of their own, but 
because of a vicious social system, 
which permits tho absorption of richos 
and comforts by u single class. Hun- 
ger is the demon that stalks abroad, 
and pronijit.s two thii'ils of ilio vice in 
London. It is hunger that oven con 
tributes the most ]Kjw(>rful iniluencc to 
make tho wretched pcojile drink ; for 
those who are always noorly nourished 
and badly.sbeltei ed liiid a certain rude 
joy in the exhilaration of stimulants 
wliich it is inipo.ssildc for them to resist 
when it tempts tlu ui.

The Island Rallvray- 

To THE Editoii. — Alter n>ai,ling tho 
awakening observations tliat appL-arcJ 
in a recent issue upon the above subject 
thequostionnaturallyarises, what, under 
the circumstances in to bo done?

"Was it for this most "lame and im- 
potent conclusion" that Bunstor so bo- 
stired himself, Wilson was so argu- 
mentative and jocose and Fell so earn- 
est 1 

From present supinoaess it would seem 
that our citizens who on such occasions 
in public meeting assembled were loud 
as Boreas have now dwindled down to 
that gentle zephyr that has acted as a 
lullaby upon them. 

If we havo not said too much before 
we are saying and doing too little now. 
The plain fact is we cannot afford to 
let this matter drop and remain as it 
is without being made a great laugliing 
Btock and worthy of tho derision that 
has been dealt out to us so copiously by 
the Canadian press. 

I am one of the sanguine number 
who think tho contruction of this Isl- 
and railroad would infuse new life into 
Victoria, restore conlidenco and give 
us a hopeful future. A country in tlio 
present day without a railway, jogging 
along atiheold pace of 10 miles an hour, 
when the present rate is 40, is just no- 
where, and, of course, nonprogressive. 

I want this railway with all its bene- 
ficial developments, for I want my fam- 
ily around mo getting their living hero 
under the dear old ilag, with all its in- 
teresting as.sociations, and not that in 
search of such living they should be 
compelled to wander away from us and 
take up their abode in San Francisco 
or elsewhere; and I feci that in thus 
speaking I utter words that will be re- 
sponded to by many a father in Vic- 
toria with regard to their families who 
would naturally like such intimate 
connection. Your agitation, then, up- 
on this question of Island railway con- 
struction is to mo, especially, and will 
doubtless be to many others than my- 
self, most welcome and acceptable.

TotiieEditoi!: — Sir, — B_v the report 
of the directors of the Royal Ho.sjjital 
the public arc informed that a plot of 
land livQ acres in extent has been pur- 
chased for the purpose of erecting an 
"asylum for convalcscent.s" in connec 
tion with the Hospital. 

I beg leave to suggest that a much 
better plan is to utilize the present 
building known as tho Royal Hospital 
as a "Home for Incurables" and to 
build a Hospital on the recently ac- 
quired land. The advisability of the 
above suggestion is patent 'and the 
arguments in favor of it so numerous 
and palpable that 1 will not insult the 
intelligence of the directors by their 
enumeration. 

The cost of a Hospital erected on the 
most approved principles need not be 
great, §5000 or SOOOO would give as a 
batter Ho.spital than at present e.\isis 
in British Columbia; and I would 
strongly urge on tho directors the wis- 
dom of oons^ting tho medical practition- 
ers here (the ouly competent authorities 
on the subject) as to tho plans, class of 
building, &c., needed. 

The fact cannot bo too v.-nll recog 
nized by the public, that while the 
Royal Hospital of Victoria is a decid- 
ed iraprovemi.-nt on what was so called 
a few years ago — it remains unsuitable, 
inadequate, anything but an honor or

principal public Hospital of this Pro- 
vince should be,

Tho Dircotors in making their Anim.il Report havo to iiifunu tho .Stibacnljor.s 
th.it during tho past year thoy hiu-o Biicoeodod in purchasing a plot of land of 5 ncroa 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for tho purposo of oroctiug an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with tho Hospital. Tho Government have voted .i sum of 
money for tho erection of the neceaaary buildings; but before the vorka could be 
commenced the Government required the land to be conveyed to tho Crown, which 
ha.s boon dono. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, soo this inn.st neco.'i.iary'mljunet 
to tho institutions of tho Province com))lete(l. 

Tho Directors regret that tho Hou.hu of .-VascTiilily have pa.s.sed a I'csolutioii cum- 
elotely reversing the policy under which tho Hospital has been for so many yeans 
not uiisucceaafully managed; hitherto tho Oovernmont havo boon contont with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule thtjso Government Directora havo been 
active and useful memborB, and havo fully anaworod the purposes for which they wcro 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are tho nominees of tlio Suljsoribors. The proposed change 
will be dotrimcntal to tho interests of tho.se for whom a ho.spital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed ciHcicntly by eight gontlomcn will bu equally as well nor- 
fortned by four is supposing too much, and tho inevitablo result will be a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of tho'paat. The interest which tho public now t.iko in tho insti- 
tution will, it ia foared, greatly lessen, and thu active and friendly a.ssistanco given by 
many will hardly bo o.xtended to a purely Oovernmont institution. 

The Directors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Duiisinuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

Tho aflaira of the Hospital havo been economically managed, as will be seen by 
the amount of sufferinga relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directora i-egrot that tho change introduced by the 
Government will prevent them again oUforing their services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fe.ir that tho closing of ono of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yet remains to bo oonsidorad tho question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directora are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I havo to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered me .my asaistanco I was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of 'the Board of Directors to tho admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hoapithl, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with the disoiplino 
necessary in a public. institution.

Friday, March 11. 

PETITION. 

Mr. Wilson presented tho petition of 
Stopht'ii .loncs, which stated that he had 
expended S2D0O at Esquiuialt town for 
liotel nccoiiiinodation, and had been de- 
nied a license by the bonch of magistrates 
and the County Ciiurt judge. Tho poti-- 
tioner prayed for relief. 

Read and laid on table. 

Mr. Drummond wanted to Itnow why 
the pctitioH. ,v,-,.4 hied. It was virtually 
killing it. 

Mr. Wilson said it cmild bo called up 
at any time. 

PKIVlLi:OK. 

Mr. Cowan couij)hvincd of a misreport 
in the Shindin-il respecting his remarks 
upon the (Juesnelle River Rrivileges Bill. 
He was reported ;i3 opposing tho bill wlien 
in fact lie had supported it. 

Mr. Drummond al3o rose to a question 
of privilege. He found two different re- 
ports on tho same subject in tho two 
daily papers. The Standard represented 
tlu' linancu inini.stcr a,-i saying that aspec- 
iul Act would be brought down toaulhur- 
i/.e the payment of the cofl'erdam claims ; 
and The Calunid reported him as saying 
that if tho claims wore allowed they 
would bo provided for in the supplimon- 
tary estimates. Ho wanted to bo told 
which version was the correct one? 

.Mr. Speaker. — Two days' notice is nec- 
essary.

Mr. Speaker. — Two days' notice. 
KOOTBNAV FERKY. 

Mr. Gallapihor moved for all correspon- 
donce relating to tiio Kootonay Ferry 
lease. The huii. member said the people 
of Koutenay had protested against a re- 
newal of tlie ferry privilege there. It 
gave live miles exclusive privilege to one 
man. The peuplo asked that tho privi- 
loge bo restricted to three miles. He 
(Mr. (Jallaglier) was opposed to any priv- 
ilce. The rates charged wore exorbitant 
and all the rent received by tho govern- 
ment waaSuOper annum. The gorernmeiit 
had spent no money at Kootenay in build- 
ing bridges, and he called on the govern- 
iiieiit to ahrugatc tho ferry lease or at 
Icn.st not to gi'ant a renewal until thoy 
had hoard frum the people of Kootenay. 

Mr. flalbraith was glad this matter had 
been brmiglit up; but ho 'could tuU tho 
House that the petition or protest was 
not an expression of opinion of tho peo- 
ple of Kootenay — only tho voice of a party 
who had had a free ferry — a disaffected 
portion of tho community. But if the 
Government wore propwred to take charge 
of the ferry and Hubsidize tho owners, ho 
(Mr. G.) would have nn objection. A 
bridge was needed, and tho ferry did not 
pay. 

Mr. Gallagiior retorted that none of 
the signers had had froo ferriago and that 
the signatures were genuine. At Kiun- 
loopp the rates were just oneOialt' those 
at Kootenay:' 

Mr.' Mara- We've lia'd no ferry for two 



yejirs. 

Mr. (Jallagher— Foot passengers pay 50 
conts: loaded aniiiiala, $1; and on roturii- 
ing, uO cents for crossing Kootenay ferry. 
A Ik'ur mill was to bo erected there and 
the toll on flour would be one cent par

On motion to road this bill a second 
time, 

Mr. 'Williaiiia said he found that tho 
government had two bridges across Quoi- 
nol river whioli, after tho lake had been 
dammed up 10 feet in height, would be 
swept away if a catastropho occurred. 
Everything would lio carried ofl" — includ- 
ing the rocks. Uu wanted this dam to 
bo built under tho supervision of an engi- 
neer. Suppose the company found no 
gold ill tho ground and abandoned the 
work. Tho dam would sometimes give 
way and then the bridges would bo de- 
stroyed. Again, tlioro was no provision 
agam.it tho employment of Chinese. They 
were employed everywhere now except on 
tho drydock, and soon whito men would 
either have to leave the country or go to 
work for Chinamen. Had any ono except 
a few traders and Chinese made anything 
out of the railway works ? Ho called on 
the govoriiineiit to insert a clause prohib- 
iting the eiii[>loyment of Chinese on this 
work. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys was astoni.shod 
at the narrow-minded opposition to this 
Bill. Individual minors had liad an u\i- 
portunity to mine on this river for 23 
yoarg, and he did not see anything unfair 
in tho proposition of tliis body of men to 
erect a ilam and mine the river system- 
atically on a large .icale. Tho l)ill con- 
veyed no oxelu;,ive right, and ho intended 
to support it, regretting there wore not 
many more companies to engage in this 
description of mining. 

Mr. Smithe thought tho bill rccom- 
mendod itself to tho House. It was an 
enterprise wliich stood in tho samo 
position as tlio wonlon mill towards tho 
country. If this eiiterpri.so was success- 
ful many similar enterprises would be 
undertaken. Ho did not think there was 
any danger of the bridges being swept 
away if tho dam broke. Tho resident en- 
gineer at tho dock had given his opinion 
that it would require 1500 days to raise 
tlio lake 15 feet, and it did not rei'iiro 
be raised above D or C feet at any time. 
He (Mr. Smithe) believed there was no 
danger of damage to bridges if tho dam 
did happen to give way, and oven should 
danger result every precaution had been 
taken to insure their reconstruction. An 
hon. member (Mr. Helgeseii) had yester- 
day said that 19 years ago he got a pros- 
pect of $240 in gold to the shovel, and lie 
it of opinion that the bed of the stream 
contained fabulous wealth. Other minors 
had no doubt got good prospects; but the 
river liad been virtually abandoned ex- 
cept by a few Chinamen and it was evi- 
dent that che wealth at tho bottom of the 
river must remain there unless some 
means like that proposed by this bill 
wore adopted to reach it. What the 
company wanted was to extract tho gold 
and place it in circulation and afTord em- 
ployment to luiiidrods of workingmen. 

Mr. Galbraith liuartily approved of the 
bill. It was an inducement to capital to 
come to tho country. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven supported the bill as it 
was a good one and would vote for the seco nd 
reading. Ho would also favor tho ex- 
clusion of Chinese from tho work.s. He 
regarded that class as a curiie to tho 
country. They were nioiu)[>olizing every- 
thing. At Hong Kong, an English city, 
there was only one wliolesalo house con- 
ducted by white men. Tlie Chinese lliore 
monopolize evorylhiQR. He huped tliat 
a restrictive clause would bo inserted in 
tlie bill and that Chinese would bo ex- 
cluded from the work. 

Bill coniniitted, Mr. Piiiibury in the 
chair. 

Mr. Helgesen considered that it was 
his duty to oppose this bill in all its 
stages. A few whito men could go up 
and in one year build tho dam and in five 
years work the ground out. Ton years 
was suflicient time t(j .allow tho associa- 
tion. He moved that in section 1 tho 
word twenty bo struck out and tho word 
ten inserted. 

Mr. Smithe remarked that it was in- 
competent for any member to change a 
private bill in such a manner. The pri- 
vate bills committee thought it was advis- 
able to give the projectors twenty years. 
If such an alteration were made they 
might throw up tho undertaking at once. 
A change such as this can only bectl'ected 
in committee. Tho motion was out of 
Ol der and he hoped the chairman would 
so rule. 

?ilr. Helgesen wiahed to set tho hon. 
member right, lie would oppose tho 
term of 20 years in every possible way. 
He spoke of his experience on the river 
and upper country and claimed that his 
amendment was in order. 

TMr. Ferguson said tliat the last speaker 
was very eloquent last year in advocating 
25 years for a scheme not nearly so im- 
portant as tho one under consideration. 
His position was inconsistent with that 
which he took on that «iccaaion. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys differed with tho 
leader of tho oiiposition on the ([uostion 
of order raised. It was now for the 
Hou.se to say whether 20 years or 10 years 
should be the timo limit for this enter- 
prise. When all things were taken into 
consideration with respect to tho project 
he thought the time was not too long. It 
would make but little difference to tho 
company whether 10 cr 20 years were tho 
time limit. They would m;dio every 
effort to work out tho claim in that timo 
if no longer timo wore granted. Ho 
would certainly support the clause as it 
stood and hopod that the hon. member 
for Esquimau would look at the matter in 
tlio same way. 

Mr. Helgesen, in reply to Mr. Fergu- 
son, defended hia action during the for- 
mer session of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon considered tho posi- 
tion of tho hon. the loader of tho opposition 
to bo totally untenable and cited authori- 
ties in support of his assertion. He was 
of opinion that it was quite competent for 
the lion, member to move his resolution. 

Mr. Smithe was not prepared to accept 
tho view of the matter as given by tho 
finance muiister; The objection should 
have been raised in Private Bills Com- 
mittee. Tho House did not know who- 
thor tho pvomotora would accept tho 
amondmont or n^it, If a motion were 
made that tho bill bo referred back to pri- 
vate bills committee, the amendment 
might bo considered and the promoters 
might be heard on the question. Author- 
ities wore submitted in support of his 
contention. 

After a few remarks frorn Hon. Mr. 
Walkem the Chairman decided to put thg 



amendment, which was accordingly- done 
and it was lust. 

Tho clause wa/j then passed without 
amendment. 

Clause 2 passed without discussion. 
On Clause 3 being read, Mr. Gallagher 
contended that the dam should be erected 
by white labor and not by Chinese. 

Mr. Williams took tho chairman to task 
for putting the clause while he had the 
floor. Ho remarked that tho government 
sliould control tho erection of tho dam 
and that an engineer should bo employed 
under tho chief com. of L. & W. In 
other schemes an sngineor was employed 
and such should be the case with tho 
present one. Clause passed. 

Mr. Helgesen tliought tho sum propos- 
ed to be spent in clause ii was an insig- 
nitici'.nt one. The clause meant nuth- 



Mr. Ferguson spoke of the cost of ma- 
chinery before anything could be done 
with the dam. 

Mr. Gallagher thought tliat tho mom- 
ber for Cariboo know nothing about the 
matter. As tho bill, if it passed, would 
not go into operation till a i)roclamatioii 
was made to that effect and if such a pro- 
clamation suited tho people of Cariboo it 
would be issued. 

Hon. Mr. numi)hroy.-i said that tho 
promoters were minors and the fewer con- 
ditions that were inserted the better. He 
did not see wl:y these minei-s .Hhouldlio 
hedged round with conditiun.4 while others 
were not. If a certain aiiiiuint ol" labt)r 
wore exacted yearly it would bo better 
than a certain sum of munej'. The .clause 
was creditable to the company and in- 
stead of being objected to it ought at once 
to be accepted. 

Mr. Williamfi iibjected to tho clause in 
tolo. He hoped tlio go\ernmeii't would 
not allow such a bill to p.'ias; for if lliey 
did he would condemn it. (Laughter.) 
Clause passed unamendod. 
Mr. Helgesen objected to tlie passing 
of cLiuso four and trusted that it would 
not bo carried. 

Mr. Williams wanted to know what 
would become of tho miiieri bel iw -.vhon 
the dam was opened. 

Mr. Ferguson — Thoy are all China 
men. 

Mr. Williams did not object to China- 
men being drowned but there might bo 
whito men aniong them. (Laughter.) 

Clause pas.'iod. 

Clause was carried without dehalo. 
On clause (i Jlr. Uelgeson asked if it 
was tho intention of the committee to 
grant one-eighth of » mile on each side 
of the stream. 

Mr. Wilson stated that the I'rivate 
Bill.i Coininittoe considered that 150 feet 
on each side of tho stream was .sulh- 
cient. 

Mr Cowan c\'i!ai!;c;l lh:'.t ;;:!c h.alf ■-'I 
mile for construction and other purposes 
was necessary for a certain dist.ince; but 
only 300 yards were allowed from that 

point. 

Mr. llolgesun considered that thoy were 
working altogether in the dark. 
Clause carried. 

Clauses 7, 8, 9 and 10 passed without 
discussion. 

Clause 11 was slightly amended so as to 
agree with the Mining Ordinance, 18C7 
and 1873 and passed. 

Mr. Helgesen moved an amondinont as 
follows, which ho hoped would meet with 
the views of every member of tho House: 
That in tho opinion of this House it is 
expedient and desirablo that a condition 
should be inserted in all bills, leases and 
grants of gold mining ground, to restrain 
and prohibit the person or persons to 
whom any bill, leaao or grant is made, 
from selling or transferring such bill, 
lease or grant to Chinese, or in any way 
employ Chinese labor on such lands. 
He would not be a party to shutting up 
so much mining ground and paving the 
way for Chinamen to get hold of jt. 

5lr. Williams tliougUt tin; amendment 
a very important one. He found that 
Cliiiiamon wero getting in cverywliero 
and thoy ought not to get hold of 9?i 
miles of rich mining ground. 

Mr. Gallagher thought tho whole bill 
was a premium to Chinamen and he hop- 
od every honorable member would vote 
for the amendment tii [jrevent their em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Beiveu would support the amend- 
ment oil principle. Ho did not believe in 
Chinamen gett ing the benefit of the priv- 
ileges granted by this bill. 

Mr. Wilson did not think tho company 
had any idea of parting with their rights 
to Chinamen. The Chinamen were no 
doubt an evil in the country. Our ex- 
jierionce here was getting to bo the same 
as it was in Califm-nia. There at tho last 
election the vote against the admission of 
Chinoso into tho state w.as 170,000 to 800. 
Hundreds of Chinese had come hero dur- 
ing the past year and 5000 moro are ex- 
pected this year whilst he did not suppose 
250 whito settlers had arrived in that 
timo. The province would soon become 
a Mongolian proviiico and no whito men 
would come. 

i\lr. Ferguson said this was a provincial 
question ap[died to a bill which referred 
to pinall space; tho gentlemen who sup 
ported this amendment were llieuiselves 
tho very men who employed Cliiiieso. 

Mr. Smithe agreed with the last spe:ik- 
er. This was no place to introduce the 
Cliinoso question. Ho said that if the 
nrivileges granted by this bill wore refus- 
ed to white men, Chinamen would come 
in and take up tho ground under tho 
mining laws and flume tlie river them- 
selves. If the vast wealth supposed to 
be in this river was not so groat as imag- 
ined and it would not pay to work it with 
whito men, it would bo unfair to lose 
what wealth the river contains because a 
clau.Ho like the present prevented Chinese 
labcjr. In such a case the enterprise 
would bo killed by tho very thing hon. 
members wished to avoid, tho Chinese 
would get every dollar out of tho bod of 
the river, 

Mr. Williams again spoke in opposition 
to the Chinese and advocated tho amend- 
ment as tho only good feature in tho bill. 

Mr. Smitho said this was not tho way 
to arrive at the object wished for by hon. 
members. It ought to bo done by alter- 
ing the mining laws so as to shut out the 
Chinese. If the House had the constitu 
tional right to exclude Chinamen from 
being employed on this piece of miuirig 
ground then ho took it tho right would 
apply equally to all mining ground, and 
if tho government wore sincoro thoy 
would amend the general gold mining act 
.so as to prevent Chinamen from recording 
mining ground as well as to prevent white 
men employing them in any gold mining 
operations whatever. That would be 
striking at tho root of tho evil, whilst tho 
amendment was only trifling with it. 
(Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Walkem said it was all very well 
for hon. gontlonion to say alter mining 
laws so as to shut out the Chinese. Hon. 
gentlemen knew what was the fate of 
petition, after petition sent to Ottawa 
and to the Imperial government. Up to 
late years he had been of opinion that any 
one who opposed black, white, yellow or 
any other colored men coming into tho 
country stultified himself. But of late ho 
hud found that hia opinion was wrong. 
The very first company to which ho bo-

f3.50 to a Chinaman. Ho referred to an 
Act brought before this House a few 
years ago. Ho would support the amend- 
ment, for if he could not stop tho Chinese 
by shutting the door he would by stop- 
ping tho keyhole. 

Mr. Ferguson siiid two bills similar to 
this wero passed last session and he had 
asked tho hon. attorney-general to intro- 
duco a clause of this kind, and that gen- 
tleman had told him that it intorforod 
with private rights. 

Mr. Walkem' said the hon. gentleman 
must have misundoi-stodd him for he 
would not have boon guilty of such a non- 
Eonsical law. 

j\Ir. Smitho said tho attorney-general 
had used very happy language with refer- 
ence to tho amendmont, it was indeed a 
shutting of tho koyholo whilst the door 
was left wide open. (Hear, hoar.) Ho 
could endorse what Mr. Ferguson said 
about tho two private mining acts passed 
last year. Similar privileges wore grant- 
ed and when tho question of prohibiting 
Chinese labor being employed by tho 
promoters was raised, the attorney-general 
said it could not bo done, it being uncon- 
stitutionaL If it wore unconstitutional 
in connection with those acts last year, ho 
could not SCO how it could bo constitu- 
tional in connection with this act now. 
He would ask tho attorney-general as a 
legal man to say whether or not tho House 
had the right to nniko any provision in 
tho Act of tho nature of this amendment. 

Hun. Mr. Beaven asked the loader of 
the o])po3itio« if he would give such ad- 
vanlau'os as those in this bill to China- 
nion / 

Mr. Smithe — No; certainly not. 
Hon. Mr. Beaven— Then why not ox- 
act this fnun this company to provont 
them transferring their rights to Cliiiia- 
nion ? 

Mr. Oalbraith said this quostion was 
out of place. The House ought to pass a 
law refusing them licenses, claims and 
everything in connection with mining. 

Hon. .Mr. Walkem Ves, mul ll.i'v 
would all 1.0 disallowed. 

Mr. t;,ilbraith thought the amendment 
virtually killed the bill. And it was sim- 
ply phiying with tho Chinese question. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Walkem drew attention to tho fact 
that at every session of tho logislattires in 
the Austr.dian colonies, measures 
wcro-liassed to kee[> out the Chinamen, 
and those laws wero allowed in Downing 
Street. In >mo part of Australia tho 
Chinamen were so thick tliat tho laws of 
the hind were set at naught. In Queens- 
land whore these provisions wore passed 
again.st them the influx had comparatively 
ceased. If hon. members would not 
:-ra;it thc:;c priviletrc:: to Chinamen what 
objection had they to putting in tho clause 
to pre^'ont tho company transferring tliem 
to Chinese. In answer to Mr. Smithe's 
question he was of opinion (quoting from 
authorities) that the clause ootild consti- 
tutionally be inserted. It wa.s for local 
purposes and local bcnelits and according 
to a clause in tho B. N. America .\ct was 
in our power. It was so wholly a local 
act and a provincial question that tlie Do- 
minion government, in his opinion, would 
not take exception to it on that account. 

Mr. (Jalbraith was of opinion that if 
tho Houso could insert this clause it could 
put on every mining license "No China- 
men to bo employed" and could jtrevent 
his hon. friend from Victoria city from 
employing them in his factory. 

Mr. Walkem said further that it was | 
tho opinion of tho privy council of Can- 
ada that we could prevent Chinoso from 
voting at elections as our franchise was in 
our hands and if wo could prevent them 
voting surely we could prevent them in 
such a case as the present. 

Mr. Smithe was not satisfied. He 
agreed with the hon. member for Koot- 
onay, if we could by legislative enactment 
prevent one company from employing 
Chinamen, wo could go further and pre- 
vent any company, including Mr. Wilson 
or tho Belmont Co. Ho would go be- 
hind no man in advocating any legitimate 
attempt to stem the tide of 
Chinese i migration. Ho had witness- 
ed the evil on a gigantic scale 
in California, and he was aware that it 
was only a question of time when China- 
men would spread like a pestilence over this 
province also unless something shoukl be 
dono to prevent it. But anxious as he was 
to put down the Chinese evil, ho did not 
beliovo in playing like a schoolboy with 
the quostion. Instead of idly attem[)ting
